Composing an e-mail is kind of like making out: 
Everyone assumes they know what they're do- 
ing, but in reality plenty of people could use some 
pointers. Here are three big e-mail mistakes you 
might be making. cnn 


Reckless BCC’ing 

E-mail entry forms are not that complicated. We 
all understand how BCC (blind carbon copy) and 
“forward” work. Why, then, do so many people 
persist in using them incorrectly—awkwardly fum- 
bling about in the Internet ether? 

Use BCC when you're e-mailing a gazillion peo- 
ple and you don’t want to junk up their inboxes 
with the recipient list, and/or you don’t need ev- 
eryone to see everyone else on the list. 

Do not use BCC to secretly let someone know 
an e-mail exchange is going down. You run the 
risk that the idiot will fail to notice he wasn't can- 
didly CC’ed, in which case he can hit reply-all, blow 
your cover and create an awkward situation.

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Goldman Sachs to ban curse words in office e-mails, 
but not everyone thinks it’s such a great [bleeping] idea

The New York investment firm that be- 
came a lightning rod after the housing-col- 
lapse financial meltdown has a new policy: 
No swearing in company e-mails. 

The Wall Street Journal reported Thurs- 
day that Goldman Sachs is telling workers 
that it'll bar filthy language in e-mails and 
use software to screen for it. 

The firm has been haunted by a six-let- 
ter expletive that came to light at a Senate 
hearing in April. 

“{Bloy, that timberwol[l}f was one s - -- - - 
deal,” Thomas Montag, who helped run 


Goldman’s securities business, wrote in a 
June 2007 e-mail repeatedly referred to at 
the hearing. 

But in Chicago, some companies have 
different philosophies on potty language. 

“We do not have a policy on the use of 
curse words in e-mails,” said Lee Mitch- 
ell, managing partner for Chicago-based 
Thoma Bravo LLC. 

But “now that Congress’ ‘financial re- 
form’ legislation has made us subject to 
SEC regulation, I guess the SEC will be 
telling us which words are a systemic threat 
to the global economy and, therefore, have 


to be banned,” the private equity executive 
cheekily added. 

Naperville-based Office Max doesn’t have 
a policy specific to the use of swear words 
in e-mail either, but said it expects workers 
“to present themselves in a professional and 
helpful manner in all communications.” 

Glenview State Bank does, however, have 
a policy prohibiting the use of profanity in 
e-mails but doesn’t screen for it. 

“While a content management software 
solution has been discussed, it is not on our 
roadmap for the near future,” Executive 
Vice President David Kreiman said.

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Outcry against 
Essence unfair 


Essence is essential to black culture. On its face, it’s merely a beauty 
magazine, but its pop culture value goes light-years beyond lipstick, 
hair and shopping tips. 

While a glut of glossies always has favored the Angelina Jolies 
over the Angela Bassetts of the world, Essence has been the one 
place where black beauty—caramel, honey-colored, coffee and milk 
chocolate—was put on a pedestal. 

Therefore, I understand why some readers and a former staff 
member are concerned about this week’s news that Essence has 
hired its first white fashion director, Elliana Placas. 

Perhaps no one expressed the sense of disappointment more suc- 
cinctly than former Essence fashion director-turned-cultural critic 
Michaela Angela Davis, who tweeted: “It is with a heavy heavy 
heart I have learned that Essence magazine has engaged a white 
fashion director, this hurts, literally, spiritually.” 

Davis makes an astute point that black professionals are not yet 
prominent enough in the fashion editorial world for one of the few 
places that could give them a shot to instead pass the ball to Placas. 
She also points out that Essence, despite its 40-year history, holds 
only one seat at Fashion Week. 

I cannot disagree with Davis on any of that. Further, I am always 
disappointed when I receive reader e-mails claiming the playing 
field is now level for people of color. We are gaining ground, but we 
have a ways to go before we reach a post-racial America. 

But at the same time, how will we ever reach our post-racial 
potential if decisions, like the one Essence made, are met with this 
kind of deep disappointment and distaste? The flap reminds me of 
last year’s brouhaha when Nikole Churchill became the first white 
homecoming queen at historically black Hampton University. 

Churchill, after some run-ins with rankled students on and off 
campus, penned a letter to President Obama, writing that her 
detractors should “stop focusing so much on the color of my skin 
and doubting my abilities to represent, but rather be proud of the 
changes our nation is making towards accepting diversity.” 

It may be hard for some blacks, Latinos and Asians who have ex- 
perienced discrimination in this country to digest, but Churchill’s 
plea makes sense. 

Churchill and Placas are individuals and should not be made to 
suffer because blacks collectively suffered, and are still bound by, 
the specter of segregation. 

‘To refuse these women, who obviously appreciate black culture, 
is to validate the white voter who couldn’t support Obama, not 
because of policy, but skin shade. 

That’s why I can’t join the outcry against Essence’s decision to 
hire Placas. Time, not skin color, will reveal whether the magazine 
made the right choice.

The Blackhawks ended their season with 
league-leading attendance, record mer- 
chandise sales, record TV ratings, record 
sponsorship revenues and the Stanley Cup. 

But financially the team was a loser. 

Exactly how much money was lost is 
something team executives will not dis- 
cuss. 

One consequence: Season ticket prices 
will increase by an average of 20 percent 
this fall, which is projected to rocket them 
from the second-cheapest in the Nation- 
al Hockey League three seasons ago to 
among the 10 most expensive, according 
to the team. And fans should expect “more 
modest” increases in the future, team own- 
er Rocky Wirtz said. 

Wirtz first revealed that the team was 
not profitable in private. “It’s going to 
take four [or] five years before we can ac- 
tually get back in the black,” Wirtz said at 
an April 19 forum at the Economic Club 
of Chicago, according to a transcript.

“And right now we’re still supporting the 
Blackhawks with our other Wirtz organi- 
zations.” 

Ina follow-up interview this week, Wirtz 
said the Blackhawks ran out of cash several 
times last season. Each time he received a 
memo, known as an internal capital call, 
in which the team requested money from 
Wirtz Corp., the Blackhawks’ parent com- 
pany, to cover operating expenses. 

And at the end of the season, Wirtz said 
he double-checked that the playoffs did 
not cover those losses; the franchise re- 
mained in the red, the team’s accountant 
told him. 

“We have multiple businesses and ob- 
viously we want every one to stand on 
its own,” Wirtz said. “And what you don’t 
want to do is manage one business from 
the profit of the other one.” 

But Wirtz pledged he never would revert 
to the penny-pinching ways of his father. 

“We're going to do everything we can 
to win,” team President John McDonough

said. “We want this to be a destination 
for free agents. We want this to be a place 
where players want to play. ... We’re going 
to charter our players [to away games] and 
we're going to stay in hotels that are going 
to be synonymous with a first-class opera- 
tion. When Rocky and I first met, we talk- 
ed about this commitment.” 

The team now typically lodges at the 
Four Seasons. Even last season’s interns 
will receive championship rings. 

The Blackhawks and the team’s parent 
company, anchored by a lucrative liquor 
distributorship, are privately owned, so the 
Chicago Tribune cannot access their finan- 
cial data. However, the last time a member 
of Wirtz’s family discussed specifics, the 
numbers were not flattering. 

Rocky’s father, Bill Wirtz, ran the team 
from 1966 until his death in 2007. Earlier 
in 2007, Bill Wirtz told the Toronto Star 
that he had lost $191 million on the team 
in the past 10 years, including $31 million 
in the 2006-07 season.

Activists rally 


against 


Arizona law at City Hall

About 100 demonstrators rallied inside 
City Hall on Thursday in support of a fed- 
eral judge’s temporary block of the most 
controversial sections of Arizona’s immi- 
gration law. 

The crowd also celebrated a recently in- 
troduced Chicago City Council resolution 
that calls for a boycott of Arizona busi- 
nesses. But the group—led by immigration 
groups, elected officials and religious lead- 
ers—said that the fight isn’t over. 

“The architects of [Arizona SB} 1070 
and other vicious, hateful laws have not 
gone away,” said Leone Bicchieri, director 
of the Chicago Workers Collaborative, 


referring to the law by its common name. 
“They’re busy regrouping.” 

Some see the resolution introduced yes- 
terday as a way to fight back. The resolu- 
tion calls for a second symbolic boycott 
of Arizona in two months. Like a similar 
resolution endorsed in June, the one intro- 
duced Wednesday calls for Chicago to re- 
ject business from Arizona companies and 
to limit city employees’ travel to the state. 

“We need to set the example for others 
in the country and I think this resolution 
does so,” said Ald. Toni Preckwinkle (4th), 
who spoke at the rally. “This country can 
do better than Arizona.” 

Nationally, the legal battle over the law 


entered its next stage Thursday when Ari- 
zona Gov. Jan Brewer filed an expedited 
appeal to the 9th Circuit Court of Appeals. 

The appeal asks the court to lift a pre- 
liminary injunction granted by a federal 
judge. The court document suggests a 
timetable that would have oral arguments 
on the appeal September 13. Before then, 
Arizona would file a substantive brief to 
the court and the U.S. Department of Jus- 
tice would respond. 

“America is not going to sit back and 
allow the ongoing federal failures to con- 
tinue,” Brewer said in a statement. We are 
a nation of laws and we believe they need 
to be enforced.” 


Jury in Blago trial wraps up 1st full day

The judge in Rod Blagojevich’s corruption 
trial refused Thursday to give jurors a tran- 
script of one of the closing arguments, say- 
ing they are not evidence. 

In its first note since beginning delib- 
erations late Wednesday morning, the jury 
asked for a transcript of at least one of the 
prosecution’s closing arguments. 


But US. District Judge James Zagel de- 
nied the request, saying he would write 
back to the jury that closing arguments 
were not evidence. Both the prosecution 
and defense agreed with the decision. 

Zagel said he could see why the jury would 
want the transcript since it might provide a 
“road map” for deliberations. Assistant US. 
Atty. Christopher Niewoehner’s closing had 


been especially detailed and presented in 
Powerpoint style on an overhead screen. 
The judge said he might be willing to 
revisit the request if it is made later in de- 
liberations. But he said if he were to grant 
it, he would be inclined to give the panel 
transcripts of all the closing arguments. 
The jury sent no other notes out Thurs- 
day and are to resume deliberations Friday. 


Mistaken 
identity likely 
to blame for 
boy’s death

The blasts, heard blocks away, interrupted a 
warm summer evening that had drawn children 
out onto their neighborhood blocks Wednesday. 

In the 11500 block of South Perry Avenue in 
West Pullman, neighbors said they watched in 
horror as a gunman pumped bullet after bullet 
into a 13-year-old boy who already was down on 
the street. 

And Thursday morning, a stricken mother 
made frantic calls to loved ones, asking them to 
come be with her as she tried to adjust to her new 
world. 

“I’m not going to see my baby no more,” The- 
resa Lumpkin cried. “How soon can you get here? 
Try to get into Chicago.” 

Lumpkin’s son, Robert Freeman Jr., was shot 
and killed Wednesday in what family and police 
sources say was likely a case of mistaken identity. 
No one was in custody as of late Thursday after- 
noon. 

Although initial reports indicated that Robert, 
who most recently was enrolled at Oglesby Ele- 
mentary School, was riding his bike Wednesday, 
Lumpkin said her son was standing with friends 
near a car when he was shot by an assailant who 
ran out from a gangway. 

“My baby was just lying there,” Lumpkin said, 
crying. “He tried to get up. He tried to fight for 
his mama. He tried to fight for his life.”

Rudd, Carell team up for another improv free-for-all

Being both a classically trained actor and a 
late-blooming comedy star, Paul Rudd has the 
best of both worlds. 

He has done Shakespeare at Lincoln Cen- 
ter and traded improvised laugh lines on film 
with the likes of Steve Carell (“The 40-Year- 
Old Virgin”), Jason Segel (“I Love You, Man”) 
and Seann William Scott (Role Models”). 

Now he’s back with Carell in “Dinner for 
Schmucks.” 

“Even in a comedy like ‘“Schmucks,’ you try 
to keep it real,” the 41-year-old said in a recent 
phone interview from L.A. “You want to re- 
act to and be part of the lunacy, but hopefully 
not in a two-dimensional, boring way.” 

In the Jay Roach-directed film (a remake 
of a 1999 French movie), Rudd plays Tim, a 
junior executive who, to win points with his 
boss, agrees to participate in a cruel joke. Em- 
ployees must bring to a lavish dinner the big- 
gest idiots they can find. 

Whoever produces the most outrageous 
fool finds his career on the fast track. 

Tim’s choice, Barry (Carell), is a whack job 
who spends his free time making dioramas 
with costumed dead rodents. 

“One thing that attracted me to the role 
was the challenge of finding what makes Tim 
interesting and playable,” Rudd said. “I don’t 
necessarily think in terms of straight man or 
funny guy, but I do understand the give-and- 
take required of comedy. 

“And I liked the idea of playing somebody 
who seems at a moral crossroads, yet still goes 
ahead and does something that might be con- 
sidered jerky ... just to see if it could work.”

Actually, it does. Rudd’s performance 
grounds the off-the-wall comedy with a be- 
lievable character who is torn between his 
conscience and desire for advancement. 

He and Carell had a head start working to- 
gether on “Virgin” and “Anchorman.” 

“We had no rehearsal time. I’d been working 
on another film right up to the first day on the 
‘Dinner’ set, and so had Steve on “The Office.’ 
We had only limited time because we had to 
shoot during the ‘Office’ hiatus,” he said. 

“So there was no time to get together and get 
on each other’s wavelengths. I’d have been a lot 
more nervous if I hadn’t worked with Steve in 
the past. In fact, Jay commented that it felt like 
we had an established rapport on the first day.” 

In many of his recent comedy films, Rudd 
has proven himself adept at coming up with 
hilarious lines. In fact, among the DVD ex- 
tras for “I Love You, Man” is a compilation 
of Rudd’s riffing that didn’t make it into the 
finished film. 

But Rudd said he had to exercise caution 
with “Dinner.” He had to censor himself, of- 
ten sacrificing some funny business to ensure 
that Tim’s personality remained consistent. 

“This time, it was trickier because I felt 
that everything had to be inspired by Tim’s 
character. I couldn't just sit around thinking 
of funny jokes to say. It had to be something 
that Tim—who’s sort of uptight and conflict- 
ed—would actually do.”

The verdict: Even at his lowest points, Charlie appears 
ready to audition for a skin-care or Calvin Klein com- 
mercial.

After watching the first two hours of AMC’s 
new espionage series, “Rubicon,” you'll want 
to hug its gloomy main character, Will Trav- 
ers.

would not admit to being a member of that 
club, but, he said, “I have opinions.”
